ented “thresholds” set by the fund’s board 

In the case of the ESO's $1-million wind 
fall, $500,000 goes to paying off the deb:

ESO risks losing further funding. Then the:

use as a reserve fund: if there’s a shortfa 
before the subscription drive, ESO can di 
into the fund, but it must be paid back at 1! 
end of the year. After five years, the Es: 
can take the money and run. 

Money for the Alberta Performing A: 
Stabilization Fund came from the Calga: 
based Kahanoff Foundation, the Alberi 
Foundation for the Arts, the federal He: 
tage ministry and the board’s own fund-rais- 
ing efforts.

If you've never heard of playwright Thomas Middleton, and you're not 
alone there, here’s a little primer: Middleton (1580 - 1627) was an 
English dramatist, probably born in London, and a at the 
University of Oxford. He began 
writing for the stage in the early 


1600s. The plays that are extant 
were for the most part written in 
collaboration with Thomas Dek- 
ker, Michael Drayton, John 


Webster and William Rowley — all The Witch 
of whom were also contempo- ay GMCC Theatre Arts 
raries of none other than William John L. Haar Theatre 
Shakespeare. Until April 6 
At this period of time all of 
these dramaturges would have been influenced extensively by each 
other, possibly to the point of ‘borrowing’ a few lines from each other’s 
work. Such it is with Middleton’s The Witch, being performed by Grant 
MacEwan Community College’s theatre arts students at the Jasper Place 
campus’ John L. Haar Theatre. 

The work has two sources: Middleton was 
so impressed by Shakespeare’s three witch- 
es in Macbeth that he liberated both their 
characters and their lines, taking some dia- 
logue from the Scottish play itself. Also, 
apparently, facets of the plot were inspired 
by a famous court case in England at the 
time. The case involved the annulment of a 

marriage between an English lord and his 

wife for reasons of impotence — a state 
that the groom attributed to witchcraft 
(who hasn't used that excuse before). 

From all this comes what GMCC calls 
‘a dark, funny and highly theatri- 
cal tragic comedy’ with lots 
of intrigue, sex and witch- 
craft.

“literalness”; these are clearly pictures of 
deities and not the real thing. Besides, the 
“real thing” has no symbolic value, having 
been eroded by time. Consequently, we're dis- 
tanced from their symbolic value: first by igno- 
rance of the picture’s subject (the goddess 
who?) and secondly, its presentation (I can see 
it, but I can’t touch or hold it). 
The inner gravel panel is littered with seemingly 
random objects — children’s shoes and mittens, 
objects decidedly incongruous with the other visu- 
al elements, and according to the artist, intended as 
“symbols of hope and loss.”

Death Without Bodies delivers a message, though it 
may not be the one Leslie Thompson intended

eath Without Bodies, a photographic installation by Leslie Thompson, 
succeeds in failing. That is, it succeeds because it fails in achieving its 
intention as “an exploration of origins, matriarchal legacy and loss.” 

At the Harcourt House Gallery (10215 - 112 St.) until April 26, the 
exhibit features a series of photos of stone passages — entrances (and 
exits) to ancient burial sites — arranged around the periphery of the 
space. Mounted at eye level, they're situated like windows into a space 


Each image describes an entrance and exit through the materiality of 
stone into an “opening” of negative space: formless, immaterial, transcen- 
dental. The images suggest death and passage and their repetition positions

Walken's intensity 
keeps audience glued

his is not a date movie. Like 
Tateze: Abel Ferrara’s Bad 
Lieutenant, The Funeral is a 
dark, depressing parable. Most of 





the scenes take place in dimly-lit 
rooms, much of the dialogue is 
either whispered or shouted, and 
the two most sympathetic charac- 
ters get ignored. 

The story is set in 1930's New 
York. Johnny Tempio (Vincent 
Gallo — The House of the Spirits, 
The Perez Family), an idealistic 
young racketeer, has been shot 
and killed by an unknown assail- 
ant. 

His two older brothers, Ray and 
Chez, are driven to different 
extremes by his death. 

Ray (Christopher Walken), the 
oldest, comes to question his own 
beliefs. Leading the hunt for John- 
ny’s killer, Ray ultimately ends up 
in a moral dilemma, caught bet- 
ween following the family’s code 
of vengeance or performing an act 
of “goodness.” Throughout the 
film, his wife Jean (Annabella 
Sciorra — The Hand That Rocks 
the Cradle, Ferrara’s The Addict- 
ion) tries to act as a voice of rea- 
son within Ray’s eye-for-an-eye 
world. 


This is the second time Walken. 


has played a New York gangster 
for Ferrara, the first being King of 
New York. Although Ray is the 


most level-headed of the three: 


brothers, Walken nonetheless 


Christopher Walken plays Ray, a gangster torn between 
exacting revenge for his bother's gangland slaying and his 
urge to live as a man of compassion.

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brings his trademark unsettling 
nervous intensity to the role. 

Middle brother Chez (Chris 
Penn — Reservoir Dogs, Short 
Cuts) essentially flips out.
